Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment and remarks filed June 17, 2008, are noted witli appreciation. 

2. Claims 1-20 are now pending. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see the remarks, filed June 1 7, 2008, with respect to the 
rejections set forth in the prior Office action, have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections are withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons 
are set forth in the prior Office action are modified herein. US 2003/0077394 A1 teaches 
a process in which a first, actinically and thermally curable layer is applied to a 
substrate, cured actinically while remaining thermally curable, subsequently coating with 
thermally curable coatings, followed by joint thermal curing. See [0130]. The prior art 
neither teaches nor suggests a process in which a first layer is actinically cured, 
followed by the application of a thermally curable layer, followed by the application of a 
second actinically cured layer.
